Rights Which Americans Enjoyed For 


Ninety Years Without Question to 


1905 
Will Be Considered by Arbi- 


trators—Adverse 
Decision 
Would 


Mean That Frozen Herring Industry 


Must Be Abandoned by Yankees 


St. John's, Feb. 5.—Premier Bond 


announced last night that an agreement 
on the fisheries dispute between tte 
United States and Newfoundland had 
been reached and that Newfoundland 
had gained certain concessions. 


The government claims that 
the 


terms of the agreement as a whole are 
of a satisfactory character. It is an- 
nounced that the Americans agreed 
to the arbitration of the question of 
their rights to fish within the inlets of 
the west coast. 


The Americans have contended that 


the treaty of 1818 gave them the un- 
questioned right to fish in these in- 
lets, but recently the Newfoundland 
government set up the claim that the 
treaty permitted the Americans'to fish 
only along the seaboard. 


At Washington it is pointed out by 


representatives of the United States 
that the American vessels had fished 
in these inlets for ninety years with- 
out question until Bond objected in 
1905. 


Should The Hague tribunal, before 


which the whole fisheries dispute will 
be taken, decide that the treaty of 
1818 does not give the Americans the 
right to fish in the west coast inlets, 
the important frozen herring industry, 
in which scores of New England ves- 
sels are engaged each year, will have 
to be abandoned. 


Other features 
of the 
agreement 


were not made public here. 


Will Be Rushed Through 


Washington, Feb. 5.—Ambassador 


Bryce and the Newfoundland authori- 
ties have reached an agreement in the 
matter of the questions In the fish- 
eries controversy to be submitted to 
The Hague 
court 
for 
arbitration. 


Some concessions were made to the 
colonial government at the recent con- 
ference in Washington between Bryce, 
Secretary Root and Minister Kent of 
Newfoundland,.- which were incorpor- 
ated in-the treaty signed with reserva- 
tions by Btyce and Root. 


This compromise has won over the 


Newfoundland authorities and as soon 
as the signed treaties are formally 
exchanged, the treaty will be sent to 
the senate for ratification. State de- 
partment officials are anxious to ob- 
tain action upon it before the present 
session of congress expires.

Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 5.—With 


the defeat in the lower house of two 
of the anti-Japanese measures, but 
the unexpected passage of a third bill 
segregating Japanese schoolchildren 
in separate schools along with Chi- 
nese, Koreans and 
other Asiatics, 


President Roosevelt has again taken 
a hand in the anti-Japanese legisla- 
tion which for the last week has drawn 
international attention to California. 


Hardly had the bill been passed by 


the assembly before Governor Gillett 
received the following telegram from 
the president: 


"What is the rumor that the Cali- 


fornia legislature has' passed a bill 
excluding the Japanese children from 
the public schools? This is the most 
offensive bill of all, and in my judg- 
ment is clearly unconstitutional and 
we should at once have to test it in 
the courts. 
Can it be stopped in the 


legislature or by veto?" 


The governor at once sent a reply, 


the nature of which he declines at 
present tc make public, and he re- 
quested from the president an imme- 
diate answer. 
Until he' receives an- 


other telegram from President Roose- 
velt, the governor declines to discuss 
the action of the assembly. 


The bill passed- Thursday, which 


was one of three anti-Japanese meas- 
ures 
introduced 
by 
Assemblyman 


Johnson, places the Japanese in the 
same category with other Asiatics and 
Inserts the word "Japanese" in the 
present state statute providing for the 
segregation in separate 
schools 
of 


"Mongolian" children. 


By this action the lower house of 


the California legislature has taken 
the step which the board of education 
of San Francisco 
intended to take 


two years ago, which was abandoned 
after the board and former 
Mayoi 


Schmitz were called to Washingtor

President Roosevelt indicates clear- 


ly in his telegram to Governor Gillett 
that he has not changed in his at- 
titude of two years ago, when he de- 
clared in his annual message to con- 
gress, submitted just previous to the 
visitor the San Francisco delegations, 
that "to shut them (the Japanese) out 
from the common schools is a wicked 
absurdity, when there are no first 
tlass colleges in the land, including 
the University and College of Califor- 
nia, which do not gladly welcome Jap- 
anese students, and on which Japan- 
ese students do not reflect credit. 


"We have as much to learn," said the 


president at that time, "from Japan 
as Japan has to learn from us, and 
no nation is fit to teach unless it is 
also willing to learn."

WHICH '5 THE HEAVIER? 


Does A Pound of Lead or. z Pound of 


Feathers Weigh More? 


The . favorite 
(juestluii 
with 
the 


school committee men of olden time 
was, we are 
loid—''Which is the 


heavier, a pound of 
feathers or a 


pound of lend?" 
The lirst rasli an- 


swer used almost always to be, "A 
pound ol lead." 
Then, of course, 


from the older pupils would come the 
reply. "Both alike." 


If this question were asked to-day, 


the old-time querist might, receive a 
decided surprist ; for the pound of 
feathers could family be proved to be 
the heavier. 
A simple experiment id 


all the evidence needed. 


With, any accunito scales weigh out 


a pound of lead, using ordinary shot 
for convenience. 
Pour the shot into 


one of the pans of a balance. For the 
feathers a light muslin, bag will be 
needed, and care must be taken that 
feathers 
and bag together 
do not 


weigh more than a pound. When tile 
bag of features is put into the other 
pan of the balance, the beam will, 
after a few oscillaUous, corne to rest 
exactly level. 


So far the verdict "Boiii alike" 


seems to be proved. But place the 
balance on the receiver of an air 
pump, with lead and feathers undis: 
turued- 
Cover the whole with the 


glass bell jar, and exhaust the air. 
Slowly the feathers sink, and the 
lead kicks the beam. The pound, of 
feathers is heavier than the pound o£ 
lead. 


The truth is that what we called a 


pound was not such in fact; for the 
atmosphere buoys up everything with- 
in it in proportion to the bulk of the 
object, and the feathers being of a 
greater bulk than the lead are sup- 
ported by the air to a considerably 
greater extent than the lead. Remov- 
ed from the supporting medium, their 
true weight is made evident. 


Charles Readc propounded a similar 


question in one of his novels. A Jew- 
ish trader is made to ask. "Which is 
the heavier, a pound of feathers or 
a pound of gold?" After awhile he 
explains to the satisfaction of his 
audience of miners that the feathers 
are the heavier. 


Gold, he explains, is weighed by 


troy 
weight, 
while 
feathers 
are 


weighed by avoirdupois; and as the 
twelve ounces in a pound troy con- 
tain only five thousand seven hun- 
dred and sixty grains, while the avoir- 
dupois pound contains- nearly .seven 
thousand grains, the pound of feath- 
ers is, of course, twelve hundred and 
forty grains heavier than the pound 
of gold.

Nicaraguan Custorrs. 


Among the many old customs of 


Nicaragua, those relating to the dead 
are the weirdest to the stranger. Some 
of these have been handed down by 
tradition from the Indians, others 
were brought over by the Conquerors 
—and the two are so blended that it 
Is difficult to tell 
which predomi- 


nates. 
As soon as the medico pro- 


nounces one's illness fatal word is 
sent to the village padre, who p're- 
pares tcf administer the last sacra- 
ments of the church to the dying per- 
son. 
Placing the consecrated wafer 


in the custodia—a vessel of solid gold 
or silver, often resplendent with rare 
jewels—a procession is formed and 
marches through the street A small 
boy ringing a bell rushes ahead to an- 
nounce the aproach of the sacred 
presence, and after him follows a 
band of music, often a single violin, 
playing a dirge. 
IE it be possible to 


secure any soldiers, they surround 
the padre, who, dressed in brilliant 
vestments, is generally carried in a 
chair, over which four men hold a 
purple canopy. As the little cortege 
moves down the silent streets, every 
one bares his head and kneels, mak- 
ing the sign of the cross until the 
last soldier has passed. \Voe to the 
sacrilegious stranger who 
fails 
to 


show this mark of respect, and many 
have been the instances where for- 
eigners were pulled from their horses 
and even stoned for neglecting to fol- 
low this timj-honored custom. 


Degraded Indians. 


The last man un the Santa Barbara 


Jsland was deported in 1853. Our 
knowledge ol" these extinct Indians off 
the California coast is derived from 
the accounts of the early voyagers, 
from 
the 
missionaries who subse- 


quently settled on the isJands, and 
from the remains ii. their refuse heaps 
and the skulls and skeletons which 
havfi fronj time to time been collect- 
ed. Some of the islands probably at 
one time had .' popi:lation approach- 
ing one thousand each, but in 1823 
only about ninu hundred were left on 
Santa Barbara and the neighboring 
islets; and by 1870 all bad disappear- 
ed. 
Although they manufactured a 


certain number of domestic utensils, 
these Santa Barbara Indians are de- 
scribed by the missionaries as the most 
degraded of all human beings, with a 
morality lower than that of animals. 
Insects, especially lirassboppers, form- 
ed a portion of their food, also prob- 
ably the larger varieties 
of earth- 


worms.

The fire-box should be 2C Indies 
square. The fan should be 12 Inches 
in diameter and 8 inches across. 


The fan is made of two pieces of 


1 inch, lumber, bxll inches, beveled 
towards the ends to a. thickness of 
three-eighths of an inch, as shown 
in the detailed drawing nt B. These 
are dovetailed together as in C and 
% inch rod run through them for a 
shaft on which the fan is to turn. A 
two inch wooden pulley Is placed on 
the end of this shaft for the belt. 


Two pieces like A arc cut from 


a 1x12 inch board for the sides of 
the fan. These are placed & inches 
apart with the fan between them, 
and a piece of tin 10 inches wide is 
nailed around commencing at D and 
finishing at E. 


The fan is driven by a belt 'from 


ihe large wheel to the pulley on the

fan shaft. 
I used an old bicy^lo 


wheel for the large belt wheel. 


THe air is carried from the fan to 


.the fire-box through a 2 Vi inch pipd 
(a piece of old conductor pipe .T.DJ 
aii elbow will do). 
The pipe should 


extend about 2 inches into the fire- 
box and a piece of perforated iron 
placed over the end to prevent ashes 
from falling into and clogging up trm 
pipe. 
The fire-box should now |>« 


lined with clay so' the fire will not 
corne in contact with the wood, and 
you are ready to start your fire. 


If properly constructed you should 


be able to get a welding heat oa al- 
most any iron with this forge.

Shrinkagc in Potatoes.

About seventy-five per r.-.nl 
of the loss of weight in storage is due 
to the escape of moisture and tc 
overcome this 1 used to nut tubs In 
the dugout and kept them filled with 
water but the seep arouuj the palce 
is now doing this for me.

Sometimes the difficulty Disappears 
by scalding the objectionable milk, be- 
fore putting It with the other but 
the safer way it) to leave it out alto- 
gether and use It for other purposes,

A fourth cause lies In the cream 


being at the wrong temperature for 
churning. 
Cream that la too cold 


causes delay in separation although, 
in summer this rarely occura. 


A temperature right around C0:de- 


grees registered by a reliable ther- 
mometer will usually bring the but- 
ter in a reasonable length of time. 
And this shouid be frorh SO to' 45 
xnluutes. Too quick churning m«an» 
soft butter and fat left In the but- 
termilk. a 


So when the butter refuses to 


come give a few moment's careful 
thought to the subject and try to 
locate the cause of the difficulty. 
Usually it lies either in the fulness 
of the churn, the ripeness of the 
cream, or the milk from cows going 
dry. 


Given a good 
thick quajlty of 


cream a churn not more than one- 
third full, a temperature oC 60 de- 
grees and new milch cows» the but- 
ter should come in 30 minute*.

good business judgment In view o£ 
tho far.t that her beef value aa a 
rule is less than the annual returns 
tihe will bring as a producer of 
milk and offspring.

say from eight to twcflve yeiirs, Ia 
a pretty suro propoaltiom. Her abili- 
ty to make money has been deter- 
mined and her acquaintance has be- 
come established. 
It Is genoraJly 


considered that a cow under normal 
conditions does bx-r best during tha 
sixth and seventh year. 
Up to that 


time both the milk and butter fat 
content should Increase considerably 
in amount. From this age on to ten 
years a slight increase can be ex- 
pected under favorable conditions, 
although many a good cow goea 
backward during this dime simply 
because H Is so often .thought th;it 
she ban attained an agel at which she 
can uhlft for herself. 
Instead of 


this kind of management, a cow of 
merit worth keeping should be given 
the best of attention, f o r her ability 
to produce largely and 
^ economically 


Is probably as near its. prime as at 
any time before the sis.th and seven- 
th year. — Field and F'xrni.
